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Which shows a balance to have been in the Treasury on 
the 4th day of January, 1836, of eighty-eight thousand 
seven hundred and ten dollars and eighty three and three ` 
fourth cents. The difference between the balances, as ex- 
hibited by the Auditor and Treasurer in their Reports of 
this date, is accounted for as follows: 

Pay warrant No. 169, for fifty dollars, payable to John 
Rawls, was issued by the Auditor on the 28th day of August, 
1834, but was not paid atthe Treasury until the 11th day of 
April, 1835. Receipt warrant No. 40, in favor of Hudson M. 
Pitman, for thirty seven hundred and forty three dollars and 
seventy five cents, was issued on the 6th day of January, 
1835, but was not paid into the Treasury until the 3d of Feb- 
ruary following. 

This sum being dedueted from the balance, as exhibited 
by the Treasurer, and the sum of fifty dollars, (the amount 
of pay warrant No. 169, issued fo John Rawls,) together 
with the difference between the Auditor’s and Treasuzer’s 
Reports of the 19th day of January, 1835, which has been 
explained in the Auditor's Report of that date, being added 
to the balance as exhibited by the Treasurer in his report 
of this date, and the balances as exhibited by the Auditor 
and Treasurer on this day, agree precisely. 

I have allowed to the Tax Collectors, who have made a 
settlement of their accounts, the sum of eight hundred and 
seventy two dollars and thirty four and one half cents, on 
account of insolvencies and excess of Taxation; and I have; 
allowed without warrant on account of the Judiciary De- 
partment, twenty eight hundred and fifty dollars and seven- 
ty five cents:—on account of Elections, six dollars:—on ac- 
coung of Commissions for assessing the State Tax, fifteen 
hundred and fifty six dollars and thirty nine cents:—on ac- 
count of. Commissions for collecting the State Tax, twenty 
two hundred and eleven dollars and ninety nine cents. The 
allowances, without warrant, being added to the several 
sums disbursed by warrant, and it shows that the actual ex- 
penditures of the State, under their several heads, from the 
20th day of January, 1835, to the 4th day of January, 1836,

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Statement A exhibits the balances dueto and from the 
‘State. Statement B shows the amount of each subject of 
taxation, and the amount of the State tax due te 
far as assessment returns have been received at the Audi- 
tors office: and statement C shows the number of shares of 
Bank Stock owned by the State, and the number subscribed 
for on account of the literary three per cent. and semina- 
ry funds. Iam gratified in being able to present to the 
Legislature, the Treasury in so flourishing a condition. Its 
coffers are supplied with an amount more than sufficient to 
meet every just demand against the State. The literary, 
three per cent. and seminary funds, are rapidly inereasing 
from the dividends arising from their Bank Stock, and the 
Sinking Fund promises promptly to meet the payment of 
the interest due on the State bonds and their several instal- 
ments, and pay a very large amount into the Treasufy at 
the expiration of the charter of the Planters’ Bank. This 
prosperous condition of. our Treasury, induces me tobelieve 
that the period has arrived, when the citizens of our State 
- ean be relieved from the very heavy taxation under which 
they have so long and so patiently lived. 

I would, therefore, respectfully recommend to the Legis- 
lature, a modification and reduction of the Staite tax, so as 
to reduce the tax on white polls to twenty-five cents, and 
on slaves fifty cents, and increase it on free persons of color 
= such an amount, as would prevent their migration to the 

tate. : 

In obedience to an “ An Act to establish a Planters’ Bank 
in the State of Mississippi,” 1 examined the Planters’ Bank 
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at Natchez on the 26th and 27th days of November last. 
The result of that examination, enables me, to give to the 
Legislature an assurance that the Bank is managed by the 
most able and efficient financiers and is in a very prosperous 
- “condition. 

I was informed by the officers of the Bank, that the 
Bank would declare a dividend of ten per cent. on its stock 
. for the last year, and have placed to the credit of profit and 
loss a very large residuary dividend. Hereunto appended 
and marked D, is a statement of the Bank up to the 26th 
day of November, 1835, which is submitted for the exami- 
nation of the Legislature. In obedience to an act defining 
my duties, I made to the Legislature on the 19th day of Jan 
uary, 1835, a detailed report of the receipts and disburse- 
ment: of the public monies of the State, upto thatdate. ; As 
the Legislature adjourned without any action on that report 
or making any examination of my office, the attention of the 
Legislature is respectfully invited to the subject. Thenptes 
taken for the seminary lands were made payable and! ne- 
gotiable at the Planters’ Bank at Natchez and have heen 
deposited there for collection. The payment of the whole 
of the notesis. secured by the most responsible.sureties, yet 
many of the notes have not been paid. r | 
Believing that the defalcation of the purchasers has been 
caused by the late fall of the price of Cotton, I would re- 
spectfully recommend that the Legislature extend to them 
an indulgence of another year. Ihave found on examina- 
tion in the Surveyor General’s office, that many of the sec- 
tions of the Seminary lands which were sold on an estimate 
“of six hundred and forty acres to the section, contain more 
than that quantity of acres, and that others fall short of it; 
the attention of the Legislature is respectfully invited to the 
subject, and thé necessity of an act passed authorizing the 
Audit to settle with the purchasers according to the num- 
ber of:acres in the different sections and quarter sections 
suggested. 1 would also represent to the Legislature, that 
there is yet unsold one half section of the seminary 
lands, and recommend that an act be passed authorizing the. 
sale of it. I would also respectfully recommend to the Le- | 
gislature, the necessity of borrowing from the Sinking Fund, 
from time to time, such sums'of money as may be deemed ` 
necessary, to carry on the building of the Sfate House. 
Many of the notes taken at the sale of Town Lots have been 
sued for, and will not be collected in time to meet the ex- 
penses connected with the building of the State House.

The following message- from his Excellency, the Acting 
Governor, was received by his. Private Secretary Mr.. Thomas 


H. Dickson: 


Féllow Citizens of the Senate 
and House of Representatives: i 

Unexpectedly called upon to administer the Executive 
Power of the State for a brìef period, it has become my duty, 
at the opening of the present session to communicate to the 
Legislature information of the state of the Government, and 
to recommend to, your consideration such measures as } may 
deem necessary or expedient. In the pleasing anticipation 
that I shall soon be at liberty to surrender the Executive 
mantle to. the eminent and worthy citizen whe has been. 
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selected to wear it, by the direct voice of the people of the 
State, I would willingly avoid the formal communication of 
my opinions upon the many subjects of interest to the future 
welfare and prosperity of the State, which present them 
selves for consideration; espeeially as the active duties of the 
Department have not left me time to collect the materials 
or mature the reflections for so grave an undertaking; but 
the precedent heretofore set by distinguished examples, 
and among others, by that of the present Governor elect, 
will not permit me to shrink from the responsibility. I 
claim only that the peculiar circumstances under which this 
duty has been devolved upon me, shall be borne in mind, . 
when the imperfections of this opening communication are 
considered. i Z 

To those who recognize the prineiple that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is asolemn compact between sove- 
reign States, and that the Government created by it is an 
agency, established to execute certain defined st trupowers 
for the common benefit of the States, no apology need be 
offered for a brief allusion te-our federal relations; indeed 
the very idea of trust powers is necessarily associated with 
the superintending power of the political communities by 
whom they were delegated. Restrictions and limitations 
arose in a jealous spirit of liberty, and by jealous and un- 
ceasing vigilance alone can they be preserved. Whatever 
may have been the various opinions of patriotic statesmen 
of the tendency of our complex political system, at the pe- 
riod of its formation and adoption, the experience of nearly 
half a centary has now shown, to the satisfaction of the at- 
tentive observer of our political history, that its inclination 
is to Ceniralism. 

' hose who feared in the structure of this noble fabric of 
human wisdem, that the powers delegated to the different 
departments of the Federal Government, would be scarcely 
sufficient to. preserve the edifice from the assaults of State 
pride, State ambition and State prejudice, regarded it with 
the naked vision. They did not imagine that their succes- 

- sors might view it through the false and magnifying medium 

of sophistical construction; much less, in the golden age of 

patriotism which followed the chastening afflictions of the 
revolutionary sirnggie, was it anticipated, that the power, 
the patronage and. the fiscal means of the General Govern- 
ment would ever be used as the instruments to controul the 

freedom of elections, to overawe the spirit of republican in-

dependence, and to perpetuate power in the hands of those 
who might wield it. i 

If this tendency to consolidation has been heretofore man- 
ifested, when the available resources of the Government 
were annually absorbed in the payment of the national debt, - 
what have we not to fear now that there exists, notwith- _ 
standing the great increase of expenditures, subject to the 
controul of the Treasury Department, a surplus, including 
the United States Bank stock, of more than twenty five mil- 
lions of dollars, with the prospect of an annual augmentation 
until the year 1842? In an-age of ambition and avarice, it 
will require more than Roman virtue and firmness, to with- 
stand the corrupting influences engendered by the contro] 
of these vast treasures. E 

I am so deeply impressed with the magnitude of the evil, 
that I give it as my deliberate opinion, that it would be-bet- 
ter for the morals, the independence, and the liberties of the 
people of these States, that this surplus fand, thus unnéces- 
sarily extracted fromhonest industry, should be annihilated, . 
than remain subject to the partial distribution of an ambi- 
tious aspirant who may happen to fill the Executive chair 
or a victorious party, eager for the division of the spoils of 
conquest. 

The States, as political communities, as parties.tothe Fed- 
eral Compact, interested in maintaining the just balance of 
power, and by that means of preserving theUnion-, have no 
less a right than individual citizens, to the free expression of 
opinions upon all subjects of general concern; and if it be 
true, that this great and still accumulating surplus revenue 
can not be safely disposed of without an amendment of the 
Federal Constitution, itis then their peculiar province to 
take into consideration a subject of such vast importance to 
the future weal of the country. - 

For some years past, the citizens of the planting States 
have seen, with deep, regret, a disposition evinced in other 
sections of the Union, officiously to agitate the subject of 
domestic slavery, as it exists among us. Reviews, orations, 
tracts, and even school books, emanating from the non-slaye 
holding States, have been found to contain insiduous at. 
tempts to array public-sentiment against our domestic insti-’ 
tutions, from’which they, as well as ourselves, have reaped 
so rich a harvest of wealth and prosperity. . These publi- 
cations have been characterized by iiberal and odtous 
comparisons, by false or mistaken representations of our 
' character, morals and habits, and by sweeping denunciations 
í 
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of our civil institutions. So longas these citizens of the non--. 
slave holding States confined themselves to Pharisaical selt- 

- gratulations of superior excellence, no other effect was pro- 
daced than a gradual substitution of resentment at unpro- 
voked insults, in the place of that fraternal affection whieh 
should exist between the descendants of those who had 
mingled their blood and their treasure in the common cause 
of independence. 

Within the past vear, however, this interference has as- 
sumed a character which wilNno longer permit us to be sì- 
lent or inactive. 

Organized associations havé heen formedin some of the 
non-slave holding States, with the »vowed purpose of effect- 
ing the abolition of slavery-in every state of the Union, by 
whatever.means, their envy, their fanaticism, or their deep 
seated malignity, may devise. 
++ Under the influence of these worst of passions, it is net 

a matter of surprise, that among-the first means resorted to, 
was the attempt to excité discontent and rebellion among 
our slaves; by the circulation of inflamatory publications 
and prints; false, insulting and seditious in their character, 
and tendency. While they profess to believe, that the re- 
lation of master and slave is one of ‘eternal hostility,’ it is 
surely not uncharitable to attribute to this band of incen- 
diaries, the fiendish intention of involving this fair land of 
the South, in the conflagration of a servile war. We who 
see daily evidences of the interesting relations which in the 
general exist between the master and his faithful slave, and 
who feel confident of the ready means we -possess, of sup- 
pressing insurrection, may entertain no fears, that these 
dariug conspirators against our peace, will evér be able to 
consummate their bloody schemes, of effecting the libera- 
tion of our slaves by their own hands; yet we cannot be in- 
sensible to the fact, that such unhallowed interference may, 
and will if not effectually suppressed, produce partial scenes 
of violence ‘and bloodshed.—it has already, in some meas- 
ure, disturbed the public tranquility, subjected the master 
to the care and anxiety of stricter vigilance, and induced a 
curtailment of the innocent enjoyment of the slave; and who 
are they, that thus dare to annoy our domestic repose, and 
wage war against our happiness? 2 

They are not the subjects ofa hostile power, but citizens 
of sister States, connected with us in the closest bonds of po- 
litical affinity.—Supposing the opinion to be correct, which 
is eniertained by some ciminent jurists, that these offeuders

may be made amenable. to our laws under the 2d Section of 
the 5th Article of the Federal Constitation, still without a 
dangerous relaxation of the rules of evidence, it would be 
extremely difficult to procure a conviction in any case. 

We have, therefore, no alternative, but a recourse upon 
the sovereign communities of which they are members, and 
under whose protection they seek to shelter themselves fronr 
the due punishment of their crimes. 

The morality, the expediency, and the duration of the in- 
stitution of slavery, are questions, which below exclusively 
‘to ourselves. It would degrade the character, and prostrate 
the dignity of a sovereign State, to step down into the arena 
of controversy, and discuss the morality, the propriety, or 
wisdom of her civil institutions, with foreign powers or with 
self-constituted associations of individuals, who have no right 
to question them. It is enough, that we, the people of Mis- 
sissippiy professing to be actuated by as high a regard for ` 
the precepts of religion and morality, as the citizens of oth- 
er States, and claiming to be more competent judges of our 
own substantial interests, have chosen to adopt into our po- 
litical system, and still choose to retain, the institution of 
domestic slavery. It might be supposed that a just respect 
for the opinions of the people of twelve States, would have 
prevented the bold and unqualified denunciation of this fea- 
ture of our social system, that has characterised the discus- 
sion of this subject, in the non-slave holding States; but this’ 
is not the first instance, in which the modesty of sound phil- 
osophy, has been set aside, to give place to the conceited 
assurance of bigotry and prejudice. 

While, however, the State should not present itself before 
the bar of public opinion in the justification of its civil insti- 
tutions, the subject which has given rise to these remarks, 
is one of such vital importance to our dearest rights and es- 
sential interests, that it should not be overlooked. 

To you, gentlemen, as the guardians of the rights of the 
State, I am aware I may safely leave the task of maintaining 
its dignity, shielding its honor and protecting its interests. 
I, however, ‘deferentially recommend the passage of such 
laws as may be deemed necessary to bring to condign pun- 
ishment all such offenders, as may be rendered subject to 
our jurisdiction. I also recommend the adoption of resolu- 
tions to be addressed to the Legislatures of the non-slave 
holding States of the confederacy, respectfully requesting 
them, to enact such penal laws as shall effectually suppress: 
and put down the incendiary attempts fo excite discontent, 
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sedition, or rebellion among our slave population, on the 
part of evil disposed persons, within their respective Jaris- 
dictions. 

Should circumstances intervene before the adjournment 
of the Legislature, to cut off a reasonable hope that proper 
measures will be taken by these States, to effect the sap- 
pression of this deadly conspiracy, I suggest fer your con- 
sideration, a concert of action with our brethren of theslave 
holding Siaies, iodevise measures for the fall and ample 
protection of our rights, our domestic happiness and repose. 

Before i proceed te call your attention ito the internal 


. concerns of the State, ibegleaveto present another sub- 


ject, which, in my opinion, demands the action of the Legis- 
lature. By the act of Congress, passed March ist, ISIT. by 
which the people of the Mississippi Territory were enabled 
to form a Constitution, and State Government, and under 
which the State was admitted into the Union upon an equal 
jooting with the original States, certain conditions and re- 
strictions were imposed upon the State, which were complied 
with. by ihe passage of the ordinance annexed te the State 
Constilntion of i817. Thesameaci of Congress contains 
ah express compact on ihe part of ihe Federal Goyvornment, 
that five per cent. of the nett proceeds of the sales of lands, 
lying within the said Territory, which should be sold after 
the prsi day of December 1817, after deducting all expenses 
inciddnt io the same, should be reserved for making of public 
roads and canals, of which ihree fifths were io be applied 
to those within the State, under the direction of the Legis- 
ture, and the remaining two fifths to the making of a road 
or roadsleading to the State under the direction of Congress. 
This provision, when taken in connexion with the terms im- 
posed in the preceding section, should not be construed inte 
a giftor donation, but a soiamn engagenient, which became 
binding and operative on the adoption of the State ordinance | 
by the Convention, the other pariy to the compaci, an em- ` 
gagement, which is no less obligatory. upon the Government 
of the United States, than was the stipulation on the part 
of the State io refrain from imposing taxes upon lands, the 


` property of the United States.

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In the pursuit of so glorious and patriotic a purpose, a8 
' the advancement of our own state: to this elevated rank, 
Jet no sordid views of self interest; no sectional jealousies;. 
no party spirit divide us. With such a purpose in yiew, yet 
with a sincere diffidence and a full reliance upon the better ` 
judgment. of ‘the Legislature, I venture to communicate . 
my opinions of the true policy of the State in regard to the 
important subject of developing her resources by Internal 
Improvement 36, Fe aes 
Having ever entertained opinions opposed to commercial 
restrictions of every kind, believing it unwise poliey io 
‘force trade into unnatural channéls, or build up markets’ 
by Legislative compulsion, I stall not be found the advocate 
of any measure justly liable to such objections. o 
Industry and capital are most productive, and yield the 
most abundant fruits, when left free to the most profita- 
-ble investment. a l 
-`° , An absolute monarch, wiser thaw his benighted subjects,- 
- and in the possession of unlimited power, might venture upon - 
the experiment successfully; but arepublican Legislature, re- 
presenting an enlightened and an enterprising people, would 
be most unprofitably engaged in such a task; yet it would be 
no less unwise in such a Legislature io refuse a helping’ 
hand to open’ new channels for trade, establish new branches. i 
of industry, or createnew markets, when private enterprise 
had pointed the way, had calculated the cost, and was rea- 
` dy-to defray the expense. , Mississippi is already an impor- 
- tant agricultural State. The value ,of her exports of ‘do- 
' mestic products are estimated’ to amount to one sixth of those 
ofthe Union, andexceed those ofall fhe New England states; 
yet nearly all ;the; wealth and resources of her citizens 
go to swell the power, thé influence and the commercial im- 
portance of her. sister State of Louisiana; because com- 
merce isa more important element of national greatness than ` 
even agriculture, from which it derives its vitality. 
`- The city of New Orleans chiefly enjoys the rich profits . 
derived’ from the shipment and sale of our cotton, the im-- 
port and purchase of our goods, and the whole management - 
əf our exchange and monetary concerns, without a rival. 
Possessing. the monopoly of our commercial operations, - 
‘she not only realizes-the advantages resulting from the: ` 
highest. state of: charges:-upon our exports and sipplies,. < 
but is enabled'to build up powerful banking institutions upon 
, our floating capital. Jt would be. folly to expect from a. 
- commercial community, however liberal or accommodating, 
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a relaxation of this tributary dependence, so long as the ab- 


sence of any competition imposes upon us the necessity 
dealing exclusively with it. 
I will not trespass upon the time of the Legis , by 


eniering upon further details, connected with this interest- 
ing subject. Itseems to me to be the true policy of the 
State not to force markets upon the planters unwillingly, . 
but to grant every reasonable and proper encouragement to 
private enterprize, when it is engaged in the laudable pro- 
jects of rearing up markets in our own State, subject to 
our own legislation, and under our own control, and when 
the profits of commercial industry, will aid to imcrease our 
population, strengthen our resources, and thus lessen the 
burdens of the agriculturist. | - : 

Guided by correct principles of public policy, and fol- 
lowing in the wake of individual enterprize, we should lend 
Legislative action, to carry out the various public improve- 
menis, already commenced or projected in the State, io their 
utmost practicable limits. The. Vicksburg Commercial Rail 
Road Company, the Grand Gulf and Port Gibson Rail 
Road, and the Woodville and St. Francisville Rail Road 
and Banking Company have already received favorable 
charters, and are proceeding with energy, to the construe- 
tion of their several usefal works of internal improvement, 
by which great facility will be given to the transportation 
of the produce of extensive sections of country to market. 
1 have no doubt, but the Legislature will be disposed to 
exiend to them, what farther legislative aid may be proper 
and necessary, to extend and perfect their schemes of pub-. 
lic utility. 

More than a year ago, the attention of many citizens of 
the counties of Adams, Jefferson, Franklin, Lawrence, Co- 
piah, Hinds, Rankin and Madison, was drawn to the impor- 
tant advantages, which would result to the Siate at large, 
from opening a free communication with the Mississippi 
river, to the interior and northern sections ofthe State. 
A convention of delegates, appointed by the people of those 
counties, assembled at Gallatin, when the imposing scheme 
was projected and matured, of constructing a great leading 
rail road, transversely across the whole extent of our terri- 
tory, from the Mississippi river at Natchez, to the North 
eastern extremity of ihe State. We have every reason to 
believe, that this enlarged and noble undertaking, fraught 
with such immense advaniage to a great portion of the 
State, will, in a very few years, be executed by praal 
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enterprize, if proper encouragement be given by the Legis- 
lature. Surveys made by an engineer of high character, 
over the most difficult part of the route, satisfactorily prove 
that the scheme is not only practicable, but facile; and 
as an earnest of the confidence reposed in its comple- 
tion, depots have been purchased, and seven and a half ` 
miles of the road placed under contract, upon individual 
responsibility, in anticipation of an act of incorporation. 
By a judicious connection of lateral branches, some of 
which are already contemplated, with this main artery, 
and with the rail roads now chartered, a ready communi- 
cation with the Mississippi will be opened to almost every 
neighborhood of the State. `` 

{ will not venture upon a description of the brilliant des- 
tiny which awaits our State, when all these schemes shall 
be matured into successful experiment. l 

I am not officially informed, but presume that an appli- 
cation will also be made tothe Legislature, on behalf of 
the New Orleans and Nashville Rail-road Company, for an 
act of incorporation from the State of ‘Mississippi; indeed 
the charter is made dependent upon its adoption by this ` 
State. 

As granted by the Stale of Louisiana, it contains some 
features of monopoly and exclusive privileges, which are 
repugnant to the Constitution of this State, and which I am 
persuaded, the Legislature will not be disposed to sanction. 

Divested of these objectionable features, and carefully 
guarded by such restrictions and limitations as may be 
` deemed salutary, to preserve the sovereign power of the 
state over persons and property within its limits, and to pre- 
vent a serious interference with our own extensive schemes 
of internal improvement now chartered or seriously contem- ` 

plated, this great project may be recommended to your 
favorable consideration. l 

Connected with the -more rapid development of our 
natural resources, and as a meansfof rendering agricultural 
wealth more available, we may venture with safety upon a 
cautious increase of our banking capital. When the pre- 
‘fits of agriculture exceed those of money, there is surely 
little danger in extending the banking capital to an 
amount equal to the annual value of the whole produc- 
tive labor of the state. The planter who anticipates his 
nett proceeds of his crop, and judiciously invests them in the | 

business, incurs no more, I might even say less risk, than is 
incident to every ordinary mercantile transaction; and if he 
: 2 
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limits his loans to that standard cannot. be obnoxious to the- 
charge of overtrading. ‘The active banking capital of the 
. State now falls short of ten millions, while the exports of cot- 
ton amount to about sixteen millions, and are rapidly in-- 
creasing. This additional capital, if required by those who 
are the best judges of their own wants, can in my opinion 
be readily obtained either by inviting the investment of pri- 
vate capital in bank stock, or by the pledge of real estate,. 
without resorting to the very doubtful policy of involving 
the body politic in private speculations. 

This branch of our domestic economy demands the utmost 
deliberation and prudence, for upon its judicious manage- 


ment depends,. in a great degree, the credit. af. the state a-. ” 


broad, and her prosperity at home. 

I will not be deterred by the triteweéss. of the subject from. 
‘most earnestly calling your attention fo the cause of educa- 
_ tion. - The constitution imposes its ehcouragement upon us 

as a sacred duty. - When we reflect that in our political sys- 
‘tem, every freeman partakes in the administration of the 
government, how important is it not, that the means of ac- 
quiring general as well. as political’ knowledge, should be 
placed within. the reach of every man. Upon the intelli- 
gence, the wisdom and the virtue of the great mass of the 
- people, the successful-and happy operation of our social sys- 
tem entirely depends.. A government thus constituted, can- 
not be conducted and administered wisely, if the sources 
from which it derives its. momentum, lie buried in ignorance 
and error. 

In monarchial. governments, the heir to the throne is ed- 
ucated at the public expense. Why should not the same 
care be taken in republics to communicaté at least the ele-. 
ments of knowledge to those who are to become the rulers. 
of their destinies?. 

I would:not be understood as conveying the utopian idea,. 
af conferring a complete scientific education upon every 
member of, the community;.but itis my deliberate opinion, , 
that the means of a plain practical education should be ex-. 
tended to every free child in the country, cost what it may.. 

Instruct the youth in the rudiments of knowledgé, and he. 
possesses the fulcrum and the lever, by which he can con-. 
trol the most difficult sciences. To attain this all-important, 
end, I recommend to the Legislature the adoption, as early 
. as possible, of an’effective Common School System. Should: 
it be deemed premature, in consequence of the spareness 
af population, and unsettled condition of portigns of the- 
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State, to adopt final measures upon this subject at the pre— 
sent session of the Legislature, it may still be placed in pro- 
gress, by authorizing the Governor or some suitable indi-- 
vidual, to prepare and lay before the next session of the 
Legislature, a plan based upon such general principles, as 
you may establish, or he may devise. Until. the establish- 
ment of a general system of Common School Education, it 
would be but vain ostentation in the State to build up Sem- 
inaries for instruction in the higher branches of learning. 
Several respectable Colleges now exist among us which have 
been erected by private liberality, aided, in some instances, 
by public donations.—Flaced by the law at the head of the 
Board of Trustees of Jefferson College, I deem it a duty I 
owe to that institution and to. the public, to state that it is 
now ina flourishing condition. Fts endowments though lib- 
eral, have but lately become available. Under the direction 
of an enlightened and energetic Board of Trustees, with a 
: President and Professors, who combine scientific attain- 
ments, with ardent zeal for the honor and credit of the insti- 
tution, we have reason to-hope that it will not only soon 
=come eminently useful, but rank among. the most respect- 
able literary institutions of the country. 
- By a former:communication from the Executive Depart- 
ment of this State, it will be perceived that the lands gran- 
ted to this State by: Congress for a Seminary. of Learning, 
have been sold for the sum of $277,282 53.. The specific 
direction of this fand cannot be diverted by the Legislature. 
lt will, therefore, be proper that some plan for carrying out 
the purposes of the grant should be adopted.. 

The preservation of a well regulated Militia System 
should never-be overlooked by the Legislature of a free 
State. Protection from foreign invasion, suppression of 
domestic violence, the due execution of the law, can only be 
secured by the organized power of the community. I trust 
that the entire military derangement which now exists in 
the State, will force upon your attention the absolute neces- 
sity of correcting as far as practicable, the defects which 
have tended to-produce it. I am free to confess that our 
system contains an evil incurable by the Legislature—I 
mean the mode of electing General and Field Officers re- 
quired by the Constitution. Yet it isto be hoped that some 
judicious amendments may be devised by which at: organi- 
zation of this arm of our defence may be effected. I beg 
leave alsoto suggest the propriety of further encouragement 
to Volunteer Companies, by permitting two or more compa- 
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nies to unite in the formation of battalions and regiments, te 
be commanded by officers of their own selection. 

The prevention of crime should always be a leading object 
with the law-making power. The graduation of punishment 
to the offence, and the certainty of its infliction, are among 
the wisest means, by which this humane object is to be 
effected. The Penitentiary aes is the best mode yet 
devised by political wisdom for the attainment of these im- 
portant ends of criminal jurisprudence. It deserves, and I 
hope will receive, from this intelligent Legislature, imme- 
diate and earnest attention. 

The reports of the Auditor of Public Accounts and State 
Treasurer, will exhibit the situation of the State Finances. 

It will be perceived that the Treasury is in a flourishing 
condition. ‘The’ revenue of the State is rapidly increasing 
beyond the amount required for the necessary expenses of 
the Government. I recommend a careful investigation of 
the whole subject, with a view to the reduction of the taxes, 
should there be any just cause to anticipate that there will 
be an annual surplus, after making liberal allowances for the 
expences of the Government. 

Í should fail to discharge my duty, did I withhold the ex- 
pression of my deliberate opinion, that the Constitution of 
this State as revised in the year 1832, bas not realized the 
anticipations of the people. I do not feel authorized on this 
occasion to alludé to the general principles of our organic 
Jaw, but I believe that public sentiment will justify me in 
calling your attention to the necessity, at least, of providing 
some amendments to the provisions from which an almost 
total interregnum‘in the government must result biennially, 
and to remove or modify the restrictions in regard to appor- 
tionment and representation, which must operate oppress- 
ively upon the new and unorganized sections of the State. 

The suggestions which I have ventured to make in this 
communication, have been proposed without reference to 
the anticipated revision of the whole body of our municipal 
law. I have now the honor to submit to the Legislature the 
labors of the Revisor, heretofore elected bythe Legislature, 
so far ag he has been enabled to progress therein, accompa- 
nied with his report upon this interesting subject. 

From this communication, it will appear that three parts- 
of the work are completed. The fourth and remaining part 
still remains unfinished. The high character of the Revisor 
for talent and industry, and the deep interest felt in this un- 
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dertaking, will, I am confident, secure to it, a most attentive 
consideration. ' e 

I have the honor, also, to submit to the Legislature, and 
beg leave to recommend fo their favourable notice and con- . 
sideration, a Report and'sundry Resolutions, adopted by the 
' General Assembly of North Carolina, relative to the out- 
rage committed on American citizens at Nassau, in the 
British Island of New, Providence.’ Also, the Report. and 
Resolutions of the Legislature of South Carolina, in relation 
to the proceedings ofthe Abolitionists in the non-slave hold- 

ing States. o’ 
l I cannot, gentlemen, conclude this communication, with- 
out expressing my sincere wish that the speedy installation 
of the Governor elect, will soon relieve me from the duties 
of the Executive Department.

In conformity with the sixth section of an act of the 
Legislatare of the State of Mississippi, entitled “An act to 
define the dutiesgof the-State Treasurer, and to establish his 
salary, approved the 2d of March, 1833,” I present to your 
honorable body the following Report: and in order to the 
more perfect understanding of the same, I beg leave to 
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premise, that this Report, embraces the transactions of my 
predecessor, James Phillips, Esquire, from the nineteenth 
day of November, 1833, at which time he made the last 
Report to your honorable body, upon which any action has: 
been had up to this day. I would further state, that a Re- 
port was made on the 19th day of January, 1835, to a called 
session of the Legislature, by my predecessor; to which ł 
beg leave to refer your honorable body, which Report 
embraces the transactions ot this department, from the 19th 
November, 1833, to the 19th January, 1835. This Report 
has never been acted upon by the Legislature, but I am 
prepared for an examination of it. To this Report I beg 
leave to refer your honorable body, for all the information 
which can be afforded on the transactions of this Depart- 
ment, for the period which it embraces. As to the Report 
which I now submit, I beg leave to state that it embraces 
three distinct periods. i 

The first period commences at the time the. Report last: 
referred to, and dated 19th January, 1835, was presented, 
and extends to the close of the fiscal year, or the last day of 
February, 1835. 

The second period extends from the first day of March, 
_ 1835, the commencement of: the fiscal year, to the fourth 
day of December, 1835, on which day the term of my pre- 

decessor expired. 

The third period embraces my own transactions, from the 
Ath of December last, on which day Ientered upon the 
duties of my office, up to the present time.

Mr. Presipent—The Joint Committee on Internal Fm- 
provement,to whom was referred so much of the Governor's 
message as relates to the subject of internal improvement, 


~ have instructed me to make the following report. 


The Joint Committee, to whom was referred that portion 
ofthe Governor’s Message, which relates to the system of 
internal improvement, beg leave to report, that they have 
given to that important and interesting subjeet, the deep 
consideration, which it so pre-eminently demands; and tbat 
the opinions of the Executive in regard to it, have met with 
their full and hearty concurrence. Your Committee deem 
it unnecessary to expatiate upon the advantages which would 
arise to this young and flourishing community, from a eon- 
nexion with our sister States, by an enlarged and liberal 
system ofinternalimprovement. These advantages, whether 
considered in a military, a commercial, or political point 
of view, are so numerous, so palpable, and so imposing, as to 
challenge and fix the attention of the most unthinking. 
Examplesof our sister States are before us—the progressive 
developement of their various resources—the rapid growth 
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and prosperity of their cities—the extension of their come 
merce—the augmented produce of their agriculture—the 
grateful spectacle exhibited by the people, as inhabitants of 
distinct and fraternal communities, united in the bonds of 
interest, of feeling and of attachment, to the general and 
unrivaled government of theif choice and institution—the 
universal diffusion of the blessings of wealth; comfort, con- 
venience, and easy and speedy inter-communication through- 
out the range of its influence—all serve to demonstrhkte to 
us, the happy and practical results of this benificent system. 
It strips the bandage from the eyes of fortune. and she dif- 
fuses, with an all-searching vision and without. caprice, the 
blessings of her bounteous horn. It is the true Pactolus, 
which is destined to roll its golden tides throughout every 
portion of the community—to enrich and gladden every 
section of our common country—and to cause “ the-wilder- 
ness to blossom: as the rose.” 

These benefits, however, though precious, should not be per- 
mitted to dazzle and delude us. They should not induce us 
to concede to our sister States, excessive and irreclaimable 
grants of power] which can never be reciprocated. These 
enterprises should, in the language of the message, be held 
subject to our own legislation, and under our own control; 
Should they be cherished to the destruction of our domestic 
plans of internal improvement, we may hereafter be com- 
pelled to acknowledge, in the words of the present Execu- 
tive, that the “proffered boon has been too dearly bought.” 
We .may hereafter find that we -have divested ourseives of 

_the poor power to refuse an entrance into the lion’s den, 
although we have fully ascertained, with the fox in Æsop, 
that the tracks oghis fellow brates all point inward. i 

_ Your committee are of the opinion that domestic plans of 
internal improvement, will enable us to realize nearly all 
the advantages of those which we may undertake in concert’ 
with our sister States. In addition to which, they would 
enumerate those which will arise from the encouragement 
of oirhome markets. Among these may be-mentioned the 
influx ofa sound commercial and mechanical population into 
our cities—the increase of our revenue—the encouragement: 
of the fine arts—the diffusion of the comforts and refine- 
ments of society; and their combined tendencies to produce,. * 
and develope, and mature, that enviable and prairiotic feel- 
ing of State pride, which has so essentially contributed to- 
the advancement, the wealth, prosperity and glory of our 
elder sisters of the Union. : 

- There is another advantage arising from the protection 
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and encouragement of our domestic marts, to which, in the 
present state of our public necessities, your committeé feel 
themselves constrained to allude. The popular voice de- 
mands of the present Legislature, a large augmentation of 
our banking capital. That which we already possess, is 
nearly equal to the amount of our exports. Exaggerated 
statements may be made of the rapid advances we shall in 
future make in the production of our staple; but this source 
of wealth may be more than counterbalanced by a diminu- 
tion of its price. Under such circumstances, itis peculiarly 
incumbent on us to foster and promote the seats of our in- 
ternalcommerce. These serve to introduce within our bor- 
ders, the treasures of foreign capitalists—to encourage the 
purchase of our own productions with the notes of our own 
‘banks—increase and sustain their circulation; and form, in 
fact, the only safe basis upon which an excess of banking 
capital, above the excess of our exports, can be safely pre- 
dicated. 

Your Committee, after having thus given their views upon 
the general principles, which should govern a system of In- 
ternal Improvement, both domestic and foreign, (if the term 
may be admitted as applicable to the several members of 
our union.) will now proceed, as briefly as possible, to weigh 
the comparative advantages of such schemes as have been 
submitted to tbem. Ofthe various rail roads now in con- 
templation, those which are calculated for the transporta- 
tion to its various marts, of our bulky. produce, and of such 
heavy articles as we are compeiled in turn to purchase, 
would seem to be the best adapted to our present necessities. 
The cosis of transportation of articles of this description, 
is enormous—and diminishes to a very greai extent, the pro- 
fits of the planter of the interior. The maximum velocity 
of the cars upon produce rail roads, should not exceed ten 
miles per hour. Whenever the velocity of cars, heavily ja- 
den, is increased beyond this point, experience has demon- 
strated that ihe injury to the rails is very great; and the 
cars, as weli as the engines, suffer a corresponding depre- 
ciation. A rate of speed of fifteen miles per hour, is only 
- resorted to on thorough-fares, for the transportation of pas: 

sengers, the mails and light articles of merchandize. When 
this is the case, it is evident that they are not so well calcu- | 
lated to accommodate an agricultural community, and to 
minister to the prosperity of the country, and the growth 
and advancement of the towns and villages, through which 
they pass. Like the road from New York to Philadelphia, 
passing through New Jersey, they serve to swéll the magni- 
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tude of the cities at their commencement and termination, 
while the interjacent country, however sanguine the hopes 

-itentertained of increased facilities and prosperity, will still 
be compelled to linger on in a state of comparative barren- 
ness and desolation. Entertaining these views, your Com- 
mittee would recommend, as peculiarly necessary for the 
accommodation of our fellow-citizens, the encouragement 
of such as are calculated forthe transportation of our bulky 
staple. Itis true, that on these, the direct profits arising 
from dividends on stock, will not be so great—yet, still by 
their indirect operation to reduce the price of transporta- 
tion, they will, in effect, realize the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of the Agriculturalist. 

Your Committee are aware, that the constitutional inhi- 
bition, which prevents the State from pledging its faith for 
loans of money, will operate asa serious: obstacle to the 
construction of rail-ways, as well as to the increase of our - 
banking facilities. The planof raising the means for their 
construction, which, under the circumstances, they would 
recommend, is that which was adopted by the Convention . 
at Gallatin, viz: the hypothecation of cultivable land at ¢ 
half its appraised value, in addition to such stock as may be 
paid for in money. A loan can doubtless be negotiated on 
real estate, at half its value, and the dividends of the road 
stock thus taken, may be placed in bank, and put out on in- 
terest, so as to constitute a sinking fund for the redemption 
of the bonds. Experience has proven that the profits of a 
rail-way, economically built and properly conducted, will 
defray its own cost, in twelve or at most, fifteen years; and 
will afterwards constitute to the subscribers to stock on. 
mortgage, who have hitherto paid only that portion of in- 
terest on the bonds, which the dividends of the road before 
its completion were unable to meet, a source of profit as well 
as convenience. ; 

Your Committee would further beg leave to point the at- 
tention of the Legislature, to the importance of improving 
the condition of our navigable streams. They flow through- 
out various sections of our State, and will in a great meas- 
ure supersede the necessity for the construction of rail-ways. 
They would, therefore, urge the propriety of a memorial to 
Congress, to enable us to divert a portion of the three per 
cent. fund, from its legal destination, to this all-important 
purpose. | l 

While advocating a system of Internal Improvement, 
your Committee would further beg leave to recommend, that 

‘it should be organized with a view tothe interestsofthe whole 


State—that nosection should be favored'in derogation ofthe 
rights and interests of others—that the system should be so 
framed as to diffuse as far as practicable, its blessings over 
eyery portion of the community, and to confer the greatest 
good on the greatest number. A state thus snk Sec ol 
ishing the marts of internal commerce, improving the nav- 
igation of its natural streams, and constructing artificial 
means of inter-communication, may be aptly assimilated to 
the human body, in which the life blood rushes through its 
appropriate channels te its remote extremities, and is return- 
ed again to the heart, after having diffused health, and elas- 
ticity. and bloom, and vigor, throughout the system. Letus 
then take heed, that we err not in th mmencement of 
such a system. Letnotthe sins of oar youth be visited up- 
on our maturer years. Let us divest ourselves of all-sinis- 
ter influences. Let usin regard to this momentuous sub- 
ject, feel as.felt the founders of the eternal. city, when upon 
the accid:ntal disinterment of a human skull on the Capi- 
toline hill, tbe Augars announced the glorious: prophecy, 
that Rome should be the head of the world. Let us advance 
to the altar of the common weal. Let us offer up upon it 
aña v Apiay sacrifice, every sectional jealousy, every par- 
ty prejudire, and devote ourselves in accordance with our 
duty, and with the wishes and interests of those, by whom 
we were deputed, to the good of the State, our whole State, 
and of cur common couniry.

The Judiciary Commitiee, to whom was referred so much 
of the Governor's Message, as relates to the interference 
with our domestic polity, of certain citizens of the non- 
slave holding states, usually denominated “Abolitionists,” 
have had the same under consideration, and have-instructed 
me to report, as follows: 

In approaching the subject thus submitted to their inves 
tigation, your Committee are deeply and solemnly impresse 
ed with the momentous considerations it involves,—being 
in their estimation, no less important than the stability of 


.,and slave holding states. They do no therefore, conceive it — 
`- their privilege, much less their duty, to mince the question 


our Federal Union,and the weal or oth the entire southern 


with softly tempered speech, vain hopes and timid specula- 
tions; but to meet it in its most threatening aspect, and stead- 
fastly toscan its terrific features, its appalling magnitude, and 
the dreadful alternatives in which, if not “speedily quieted 


and suppressed, if ne as result. 
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About three years have | transpired since regular associa- 
tions, formed among our brethren of the non-slave holding 
states, began to attract the public notice, and excite in par- 
ticular, the attention of the South. Though by many, and 
perhaps a majority of the slave holding community, they 
were at first but little cared for, and provoked rather ex- 
pressions of contempt, than apprehensions of deeper con- . 
. cern; yet, from the first, the press of the South, and the 
united voice of the South spoke of them in language of rep- 
rehension. For about two years, these societies were per- 
mitted to multiply their strength and numbers, and become 
emboldened in their auda¢ious pretensions, before any pub- 
lic expression of our northern brethren in those States where 
they had organized, was heard in sympathy with the South, 
‘and in censure of these associations. On some of these oc- 
easions, your Committee bear cheerful testimony their voice 
was heard in strains, loud and patriotic, and gladdening to 
the hopes of the Southern citizen. In other instances, their 
voice went forth in accents, weak and timid, speaking the 
hollow language of party and interest, rather than the bold 
and manly sentiments of those, willing to yield an honest sup- 
port torights they could notquestion. But these expressions, 
even where most heartily proclaimed, have not had the sal- 
utary influence of suppressing the evil they deprecated, and 
in some cases not sufficient to stayits mad career. But like 
the rushing flame, where much water wasrequired to quench 
it, the little expended but operated as fuel, te feed and 
aggravate its violence. i 

Your Committee have reference to no specific data, by 
which to ascertain the number of these associations; but from 
reports heretofore published, and the rapid aecumulation of 
new societies, as noticed by the public journals, their pre- 
sent number is probably, and quite certainly equal to three 
hundred. More than a year since, it was notified to the 
‘public, that their associations in New England alone, em- 
braced in their pious communion more than seventy members 
of the Clergy; and the number of like Reverend gentry 
in the State of New York, acting or concerting in the 
State Convention, recently assembled at Utica, and adjourn- 
edto Peterborough, has been represented at about sixty. 
When itis recollected these Clergymen may be faitly pre- 
sumed to represent a majority of those, who patronize them 
in their clerical functions, some near approach to the num- 
ber of professedly religious abolitionists in the seven States 
_ referred to, may be made. But these undoubtedly comprise _ 
a minor portion of their aggregate numbers, contrasted with . 
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those, who, acting from no affected sense of religious duty, 
“may be styled political abolitionists. „Among the latter de- 
nomination, are included all the divefsities of caste and chap- 
acter, save the American Patriot, of clear head and honest 
heart, who loves the Union and appreciatesits value. To 
swell their numbers, the infamous O’Connell, the demagogue 
patriot, bloating in luxury upon resources, wrung in drivel- 
ing pence, from the hard earnings of his poor oppressed and 
starving countrymen. This Irish Lord, prating of liberty, 
while his constituents are in chains and degradation, inso- 
lently proposes to use his influence to unite.in a body, with 
the cause of abolitionism, those of his countrymen who have 
found a home and a protection. under the Ægis of that gov- 
ernment dis counsel would destroy. . l 
The pecuniary resources of these societies, ihe talents and 
zeal of their partizans are so sufficiently. and decidedly no- 
torious, as to require no specific. comment or enumeration.’ 
Their influence with the press, the unlimited number of 
their publications, religious, literary, juvenile and political, 
and which they scatter in wide gratuitous profusion, are mat- 
ters ofequal notoriety, and the effect of whieh, with all our 
watchfulness to the contrary, has been too surely seen a- 
mong us, in the pervading spirit of partial disaffection among 
our slaves, if not in the more tangible traces of fire, violence . 
and blood. . - 
Though these associations have somewhat varied in their 
` manifestoes, as to ways and means of carrying out their main 
design, your Committee do not believe they have essential- 
ly differed in action. They have usually, in announcing their 
creeds, opinions and rules of procedure, professed to work ` 
only with the moral+levers of trath and argument, upon th 
minds and consciencesof the free white citizens oft 
country at large. But when practically in blast, their pye- 
tended'facts are mostly found manufactured for the ogca- - 
‘sion,—their arguments, inflamatory appeals to the prejudi- 
‘ees of ‘the whites, and to the most vindictive passions of the. 
blacks; and their agents ‘and emissaries which. have beer 
sent among us, instead of declaring their mission to the 
master, have uniformly been detected in secret and guilty 
sombinations with the slave. In one common purpose they 
all concur, and to the accomplishment of which, the mem- 
‘bers-of these associaciations are pledged in solemn league; 
namely, the immediate and universal abolition of slavery through- 
‘out these Sidtes. And though jin their fundamental enuncia- 
tions of purpose, they are usually more guarded in express- 
ion, yet scarcely an essay is written, a lecture given, or an - 
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“ gration pronounced by them, but they invoke the powers of `. 
Heaven and earth to aid their efforts, and crush: the slave- ` 
. holder—cost what it may, come what must, and regardless of con~ - 
sequences. And unless indeed their folly exceed their in- - 
- justice, they always mean as much in theireévery action, (and 
_ such is the undoubted tendency of those-actions) pretend 
' what else they may to the contrary. The vain pretext that 
they expect to persuadé the southern slave’ holders outof .° . 
opinions, at least as long and well matured as theirs, influ- 
` enced too by interests of such vast extent, is not less pre- 
_posterous, than the attempt is impertinent. : 
-Of the legal rights of property, to which the slave holder, 
is entitled, in and to his slaves, your Committee will forbear 
all argument, but advert only to the facts. First: That it is 
secured by the Constitution and laws-ef the slave States res- 
_-pectively, which, of themselves are sufficient to establish the 
_ right. Secondly: It has been acknowledged and established t 


by the Constitution of the United States. Thirdly: Ithas 
been’ repeatedly sanctioned by all the non-slave holding 
State Governments in their various ‘departrrents. And ` 
fourthly, by perhaps every nation in Europe, with whomthe _~ 
United States have ever interchanged a Treaty., Thisright - 
‘also is admitted to exist in all the extent to which human 
Jaws can secure such right, by the most fanatical of our en-, 
emies, oo ok 
The right of property being thus established'and undisput- 
ed, the glaring injustice of demanding our surrender of this 
“right, and that too without compensation, by those who are an 
no wise socially or politically interested in the question,seems 
so obvious to your Committee, that they conceive it quite in- 
` ‘eredible any degree of fatuity or delusion short ofacknowledg- 
ed lunacy,could close the eyes and the understanding of bigot. - _ 
“xy itself, to its ready perception. YourCommittee can easily’ 
perceive,our brethren of the North may be conscientious in : 
.disapproving in the abstract, of the principles of slavery. ` 
“But in their untiring efforts to force us to abandon this right | ~ 
. of property, this acknowledged wealth of the South, withe - 
out just and full remuneration, it is supposed all must per- 
ceive more of zeal than ‘honesty. It is difficult ‘to discrim- .

“of Noah, against the progeny of Ham, that “a servant of _

nounced by the fiat of omnipotence more than eight hun-

in unmitigated slavery to the Israelites, and to pass as pos- _ 
sessions of “inheritance” to their children forever. And 
from that period, to the days of the Apostles, no preacher, 
prophet or law-giver, not excepting our Saviour himself, 
has pronounced upon. its interdiction; though bigamy, the 


- dex talionis and various other rules and customs of domestic f 


polity and of minor import, have been directly abolished. 
This revision and correction of the divine law, asinsisted on 
by our brethren, has been reserved to the latter-day pro- 
phets, which the same divine authority long since predicted 
should come.

It is in fact but 
a question of wanton and unprovoked aggression on the part 


of our adversaries, and on ours of suffering, excitement and .. -

Destitute, then, as these efforts seem to be of courtesy, 
amity and honesty, yóur committee look with the more con- 
cern at the sources from which they emanate, and the degree 
tó which thestate governments are accessaries, who tolerate 
these open and avowed proceedings to*.our prejudice ‘and 
peril. What have wea right to expect; and on what should 
we insist, from our sister states, in which our enemies, (we 


' feel and. know them such,) our worst ézemies, while open- 
. ly’prosecuting their beligerent schemes against us, find legal 
_ countenance and protection? Is it to be credited, that the , 


- authorities and people generally of those states do not per- 


ceive the chafing apprehensions, the“ untimely danger, to 


which the agitation of such schemes, and their publicity, 


-` “continually expose us? Do they calmnly believe their citi- 


~ gens,-and‘even foreigners, fairly entitled to be indulged and 


protected in constructing trains and matches for an ultimate 
explosion, in: which they design to invelve our destiny, and - 


"We reasonably bound to sit quiescent witnesses to the threat- 
` “ning preparation? Your comniittee would earnestly hope ` 


-a more favorable consideration to the cause they advocate, ` 
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‘Bai lest they should fail io be understood from noù present- 
ing their claims with sufficient perspicuity, or wanting ihe 
interested incentives which impel our enquiries, our north- 
ern-brethren should be slow to perceive the strength and 
force of the case we urge, your FSO pte a the 
eda and present a view perhaps more easily apprehen- 
ced. oa 


The southern states are alffpst exclusively engagéd in - 


zgricultural pursuits, while many portions of the northern 


states are engréssed in the more busy cares of manufactures, | 


embracing of necessity, a denser population, including their 
numereus operatives laboring together in large numbers 
and in cdntinued interchange of sentiments and opinions, 
and banded together by 2threefold cord of a common interest, 
common pursuit and common condition. These create sym- 
pathies'of an exclusive class. And the fact is noterious, 


that these operatives have ever considered, themeelves.as - 


standing in a relation more or Jess adverse to their employers. 


And hence also another truth, equally incontestible, that - 


they have ever constituted a combustible material in the 
body politic, which mere sparks have ignited and suddeniy 
blown iato flame and ungovernable confusion. 

It is familiar to all, that the tariff policy, which has nurtu- 
red into life, and yet protects and secures the successful 
operation of these northern establishments, is not less deci- 
dedly obnoxious to the citizens of the south, than are our 
cemestic institutions to the citizens of the north. ‘Nor will 
it be pretended, even by themselves, that the compact be- 


tween us has better secured their protection in these estab-. -_ 


lishments, than it has secured us in our right of slavery.— 
And it cannot be maintained, that their complaint against 
_ the policy of our institutions, so far as these have any influ- 
ence upon their own concerns and prosperity at home, is in 
any wise as justifiable as that.which we have cause to make 


for the direct injuries now suffered and long submitted to, . 


from that unequal system of protection, which has been 


remonstrated against the i 
protective policy in the tarifiisystem, but they have sought 
only the abolishment of this sy 
own interests, pursuits and happiness at home. Leaving H 
without counsel or advice, to cach state to adopt such policy 


of protection, and so farce the business of domestic manu- 


factures, if they preferred\io do so.. 


But taking this subject, by which to present an example, 
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stem so far as it affected their | 


it is true, has murmured much, and frequenily | 
justice aud oppression of this ` 
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@lustrative of fhe inexcusable injustice of our northern: 
brethren, in intermedling in matters of policy, to us of the 
greatest moment and exclusively our own; let us suppose our 
citizens had heretofore assumed as a position, not to be com-~ 
promised, that their moral obligations to preserve the integ- 
rity of the Union and the Constitution in their purity, and 
to preserve their fellow citizens from the vice and degrada- 
tion to which the manufacturing system had ever'consigned 
the operatives, demanded of them to epare no time, nor mo- 
ney, nor stop at any means, and submit to every sacrifice, 
until the manufactories of the north, their proprietors and. 
supporters were buried in one common ruin. 

With the purposes of its citizens thus advertised, suppose 
these states (the southern states) had tolerated associations 
among them to raise treasures, and make prosolytes in behalf 
of the cause specified. That they established presses,which 
openly avowed their principal schemes and projects —that 
their orators seized the. theme and addressed the populace 
in the strects and in the market place-—that foreign rene- 
gade lecturers on the subjest, paid with the gold of the Eng- 
lish manufacturers, were received and cherished among us 
as ministers of sacred mission, and our wives and children 
taught to call them holy! That our school masters gave it 
out in moral lessons to the youths, and our preachers taught . 
it with apostolic gravity in pious precepts from the pulpit; 
and these, and authors, poets, all, discanted in strains of ve- 
hemence and frenzy, upon the dishonors to our state; the 
injuries to our citizens; of the debased and mean condition 
of the poor operatives; their cheerless and incessant toil; 
their scanty wages; their ill-clad, ill-fed, haggard, emaciat- 
ed, be-sooted and paint-stained bodies; the hapless prospect 
‘of the mother, in seeing no other destiny for her ill-fated 
offspring, than to be educated in the dye-shop or at the loom, 
and become appendant things, mortal fixtures, to the steam 
mill of some pampered“lordling, and themselves and their 
posterity to passas the boors of Poland, with the inheritence, 
in endless succession. That in our virtuous crusade, not 
merely against the enemies of our state, but against these: 
prison houses of the oppressed; these nurseries of poverty, 
vice and wretchedness, and to, hurl to merited destriction 
their heartless proprietors; we invoked the tender compas- 
sion of the gentler sex, and the lisping babe was called to- 
the rescue, and bearing their feeble part in the common 
cause, were all taught thécry of agitate! agitate! burn, 
ravage and destroy! 

Embracing means appropriate to the end, their seryila 
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class at home were plied with hopes of gain, and bitierest 
motives of revenge. The baser agents of secret violence 
were put in requisition; and ihe incendiary’s torch, the | 
coward’s poisonous dreg, and the assassins dagger, were 
charged to do their office, with indiscriminate execution. 

In view ofall these hostile tokens, these fearful evidences 
of preparation, while yet the gathering storm bespoke its 
terrors only in the distance. suppose our threatened victims 
should address the Siate, and protest against the schemes 
of its citizens—should urge upon us our plighted faith, our 
political relations. and point us to our bond—should charge 
our asserted facts as failse—but true or false. should chal- 
lenge our right of interference in every aspect—should 
deciare the aititede assumed toward them, in violation of 
our compact, in violation of a common neutrality, of good 
morals and religion—that it was a belligerent spirit scarcely 
in disguise. and utterly at war with their domestic tran- 
quility. and demand the State to interpose its arm, in aid 
of iis suppression. What might we expect would be their 
feelings, shouid our State. with calm and cold indiffereuce, 
reply, we are powerless to allay the evii wrieh threatens you, by 


penal enadment, lest ve should enticnger the liberting the citizen, 


response to appease them’) W ould the spirit of seventy-six 
be thus appeased? It would not, and should/not. It would 
firmly demand: the wrongs of a gallant people should be 
redressed, the righis of a free people shsuld be secured, and 
the honor and independence of a sovereign people, should 
be respected. They could not ask less—we ask no more. 

in seeking a friendly adjastment of our grievances, your 
commiitee deem it proper our State should request of each 
and all the non-slave holding States. that they interdict, by 
penal laws, their citizens and other persons commorant 
within their respective jarisdictions, from plotting and con- 
spiring to effect the abolition of our slaves, in any manner 
and by any means whatever. And to interdict them also, 
from writing, speaking, printing, or publishing sentiments 
and opinions, expressing advice, counsel or suggestions ic 
the publie or others, caleulated to induce disaffection among 
our slaves, or fo enlist others in acts unlawfal by the laws 
of our own State, tending to effect the abolition of slavery 
among us. i 

n observing the developement of public opinion iù the 
non-slave holding States, as indicated by the press, when 
adverting io principles and propositions of similar import 
with these just presented, your committee confess they have 


ihe liberty of sprech, i72\iherly of ihe espn Ought such 2 
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not been much encouraged to hope for success in the course 
now recommended. Nor yet will they, in urging claims 
they deem so reasonable, indulge in feelings of despair. 
The magnanimity and justice of those States to whom we 
appeal, invitesto hope—the justice of our cause inspires con- 
fidence. The question heretofore has not been brought to 
their solemn deliberations, at the earnest entreaty of a sister 
State.’ When they shall consider the acts and efforts of 
which we complain, are those that even tend, in their local 
bearings, to their own annoyance——-that to abate the licén- 
tiousness which meditates our destruction, will abridge 
nothing of those healthful principles of liberty, which secures 
their own prosperity and repose—when they shall survey 
the field of.strife, and calmly note the elements of passion 
that are aroused to sleepless action among us, by the fana- 
tical depravity of a portion of their own citizens—when they 
-shall estimate how much ‘in social order, and in all the 
gentler virtues, by these unhappy exasperations, is lost to 
us, and nothing gained to them—when they shall reflect 
that our Union, which in harmony subserves a bond `of 
strength to each and all, in this domestic discord permits 
our fraternal enemies a right of way into our citadel, and 
debars us the means of protection we might exert against a 
foreign enemy—when_ they consult the relations they bear 
us, and see that a denialof our claims.can in no contingency 
result in good, and without their active aid, in no event can 
evil be averted; your committee will not cease to hope their 
frank and manly action will be exerted in our favor. 

In the meantime, your committee most specially advise 
energy, action, and vigilance at home. They do not con- 
ceive it, however, within the range and compass of the 
civil departments of the State, to insure us that protection 
we have a right to expect from the aid of our sister States; 
but so faras the Legislature can extend its grasp, in punish- 
ment of the evil doers, who. threaten and assail our domestic 
tranquility, so far your committee advise the assertion ofits 
utmost power. 

In view of the dangers to which our citizens and society 
stand exposed, by those vile plotters against our peace, your 
committee find a partial consolation in the proud assurance, 
that the physical, power of the State is equal to any emer- 
gency, to which .secret combinations, or the more manl 
vidlence of ppen enemies are likely to exposeit. In looking 
to the possible contingencies of the future, and the porten- 
tious evils which may await us, your committee can perceive 
much that may come, they would deplore, but nothing we 
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should fear. Eschewing the whining sympathies of quondam: 
friends. who conceive our institutions tend to neutralize, or 
sould be turned essentially to diminish oar phrsical strength, 
we shail content ourselves with the conviction, that the 
South enited may def the world. On the subject that now 
molesis us. Union is certain. 

Bui the heart sickens at the possible extremities to which 
an injured people may be driven. in resenting injuries sq 
cowardly, cruel and indiscriminate, as those we have suf 
fered, and yetimpend us. [tmay become an inquiry at what 
point submission shall ccase to be a virtue. Anditmay be 
well those most concerned should know. that with no mere 
gold than they new expend to accomplish cur desiruction; 
we too could pat in train the emisaries of wide spread ruin. 
That desperate and despicable as is the vile law of retalie- 
tion, when it demands retort of acts so base, so merciless and 
foul, as even pretended friends now practice towards us, it is 
the law ofan honest vengeance, in liquidation of brutal and 
unnecessary injuries; and such as the father of his country, 
to punish atrocities more excusable and less inhumane, was 
constrained to exercise. : 

Bat in sorrow, rather than. anger, we would admonish our 
brethren to beware! We beseech them io suppress, while 
they may, the open designs of our enemies among them. 
To restore harmony and insure our peace. by yielding what 
they would not fail io demand, were our conditiong reversed 
toward each other.

Persmext—The joint commiitee to whom was re- 
ferred the memorials, aceounis and business, relating to the 
Stale House, 2s well asthe condition and progress of the 
building, have bad the same ander a protracted and patient 
investigation, and ask leare io report thereon: 

That from examinations. they are satisiied the original 
pian of a building, adopted by a former Legislature for the 
State House, the same lately progressing under the saper- 
vision of Mr. Jobn Lawrence, the State Architect, is wholly 
unsuited for suck a building, and the interests of the State 
requires a total and abrupt abandonment of said building. 

Your Committee caused Mr. Lawrence to appear before 
them, and had a minute examination of his plan, as explain- 
ed by himself, and bare also visited ibe ground on which 
said building is located, and there closely observed the foun- 
dation and basement story of said building, and found the 
work tobe done less efficientiy than it should hare been. 
and the contemplated distribniion of the building, es ex- 
plained by Mr. Lawrence. io be against all architectural 

roportions or order, and the various compartmenis so bung- 
ae arranged, as to exhibit neither skili, convenience os 
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comfort; some of the rooms intended for the nse and accom- 
modations of the officers of the State, and which, to answer 
any purpose, required space, light, ventilation and proxim- 
ity to other departments, are totally devoid of either, and 
presented a plan manifestly defective. The rooms intend- 
ed for the Representative Hall and Senate Chamber, are in 
violation of all taste, and of a most undignified appearance; 
objectionable too, as being so circumscribed, as to deny com- 
fort to the members, and preclude the construction of galle- 
ries for the accommodation of visitors and auditors, and 
without any provision as to the effect of sound, one of the 
most important considerations connected with the-arrange- 
ment and shape of all parliamentary halls. The same ob- 
jections extend to the other departments of the building, de- 
signed for Committee rooms, Clerks’ offices, Court rooms, 
&c. While the interior is so devoid of every essential 
requisite, there is nothing inthe outer appearance of the 

building to elicit commendation; but on the contrary, pre- 
sents an exterior as equally deficient in taste, as the inner 
apartments are in utility: the design bearing a more gen- 
eral resemblance to buildings usually constructed for church- 
es, rather than the imposing and beautiful compositions of a 
Capitol. The whole design seems to have been badly se- 
lected from mixed orders, and is composed of disproportion- 
ed, ungraceful parts and does not produce that beautiful 
light and shade so necessary to give effect to any building. 

From all of which your Committee are satisfied that Mr. 
Lawrence does not possess capacity or skill enough, success- 
fally to superintend a building, calculated to answer the pur- 
poses of a State Capitol; and that we are constrained to ex- 
press it as our opinion, that the State has suffered a mate- 
rial injury by having him in their employment, by means of 
his incompetency asan Architect, and are of opinion that his 
removal by the late Governor, Hiram G. Runnels, Esq. from 
the office of State Architect, and the suspension of the pub- 
lic buildings, on the 9th day of October, 1835, was fully 
warranted, and deserves the sanction and approval of the 
Legislature. It is deemed unnecessary for your Committee 
to give a more detailed statement of all the objections to 
this building, as they would readily occur to any member 
who would take the pains to examine the design and plans 
of the former Architect, or to visit the work already done, 
within the reach of this House, and finished to the elevation 
of the basement story. This Committee, impressed with 
the necessity for the State to erect, as early as practicable, 
a Capitol for the use of the Legislature, and other officers 
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of government, and convinced of the inefiiciency of the late 
Architect. as well as the inaptness of his plan of building, 
felt it to be their duty to examine a design and plan of a 
building, submitted by Mr. William Nichols, (Architect,) for 
a State House. The designs. drawings,deséription, &c. 
of which, accompany this report for the inspection of mem- 
bers, and which your Committee deem not only beyond ail 
‘comparison.saperior to the former plan adopted by the State, 
bat onethat combines in its arrangement, simplicity, beauty 
and strength, with the most perfect harmony and conveni- 
ence, and which we are informed can be completed at an ex- 

„not exceeding in amount, the sum that would be re- 
quired to finish the original building proposed by Mr. Law- 
rence. 

In selecting the plan submitted byMr. Nichols, your Com- 
miitee were not unmindful of the necessity of a proper re- 
gard for economy, and at the same time to adopt sucha 
building, that would combine the necessary requisites and 
finish of a State Capitol, and think they can confidently 
recommend that of Mr. Nichols, as embracing these views. 

There have been many abuses connected with the pro- 
gress of the present building, involving the state in entan- 
gled coniracis and liabilities, growing out of the latitudin- 
ous discretion, heretofore given to the State Architect, and 


likewise from the absence of a proper plan of protecting , 


the interest of the Niate, in reference to the public build- 
ings. There have been referred to the Committee, an im- 
mense volume of documents relating to these abuses, which 
your Committee find themselves unable fully to investigate, 
sufficient enough, at least, to do ample justice to every par- 
ty concerned, inasmuch as necessarily a mass of testimony 
would have to be taken, and many points of law closely ex- 
amined, all having a bearing uponthese facts. We have, 
therefore, concluded to recommend io the consideration cf 
the Legislature, the propriety of appointing commissioners, 
clothed with full authority to investigate these abuses, and 
to examine and seitle all the contracts, accounts and busi- 
ness, any way connected with the building of the Capitol 
and the Architect; and that they be constituted as a board 
of commissioners, to superintend the construction of the 
public buildings, now, or hereafter to be erected by the 
State, and to them alone be granted the power of making 
all contracts for the doing of the work, and furnishing ma- 
terials necessary for the completion ofsaid buildings, the same 
being given under such salutary restrictions, as the interest 
of the State may prescribe. 
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' Your Committeė are persuaded that such a system of su: 
‘pervising the public improvements at the seat of Govern: 
ment, would be productive of a great good, and a saving to 
the State of an immense amount of money, and tend great- 
ly to expedite the buildings. Your Committee, therefore, 
ask leave to return the papers submitted to them, with a view 
of having them referred to said contemplated board of com- 
missioners, which papers now accompany this report. 

Your Committee have, in the course of this report, been ` 
‘compelled to speak of the late State Architect, in terms, 
and in a manner they would have willingly avoided; but a 
high sense of duty imperiously demand of them to speak 
candidly and pointedly upon that subject that the House 
be possessed with the reasons that have actuated them in 
preferring another plan of building, to that heretofore adop- 
ted by a previous Legislature, and which was submitted by 
the late State Architect. But while we have thus decis- 
ively spoken, we will add, that the Committee-do not mean 
to impeach the integrity of Mr. Lawrence, as nothing hag 

_ been investigated by them, to authorize a report against his 
-common honesty, or to arrive ai the conclusion, that the Ar- 
chitect was conscious of his own want of capacity, or was 
practising false pretences upon the State. 

- The gentleman doubtless esteemed his own powers as an 
Architect and manager, equal to the employment and du- 
ties he undertook for the State; but, your Committee are of 
-opinion, that he greatly mistakes and overrates his own qual- 

- ifications, and sincerely regret the necessity of so reporting; 

having, however, entrusted to them the interest of the State, 
and the examination of this subject, can arrive at no other | 

-~ conclusion. i i 

Your Committee recommend that an appropriation be 
made at this session of the Legislature, to progress with the 

building of the Capitol, and to finish the same as early as 
possible, and in a style suited to the character and abund- 

‘ant means of the State. Impressed with the belief, that 

Jackson will certainly continue to be the seat of Govern- 
ment of the State, and no effort can successfully be made to 
remove it to any other point, short of the time prescribed by 
the constitution, we-are, therefore, of opinion, that the 

Capitol should be immediately built, and finished in a style 
having a reference to its permanent location; for to indulge 

-an idea that any state of things.can possibly occur fo induce 
a belief of its probable removal, would, in the minds of your 

Committee, reflect upon the justness of the State, particu- 

aarly where a number of individuals were induced to invest 
| 
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their money in the purchase of town lots of the State, un- 
der an assurance of the continuation and permanency of 
the seat of government at Jackson, and it will hardiy be 
supposed, that the State would descend from that elevation 
of character she proudly occupies, for justice and sincerity, 
to disappoint the expectations or ruin the property of any 
portion of her citizens. Aside of these reasons, there are 
many others that warrant the assurance, that the Capitol of 
this State can never be removed from its present location. 
The number of rail roads, now under progress, by the system 
of Internal Improvements so aptly got up among us, by the 
enterprise and patriotism of our citizens, most of which either 
-terminate or pass through the town of Jackson, together with 
‘ the vast body of productive lands that surround it, certainly 
augurs the future greatness of the place, and the belief that 
it will at no very distant day, become an important, popu- 
ulous and highly improved city, and furnish a depot and 
market place for the surrounding country.

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= foute the Nashville and New Orleans Rail Road would 
pursue, by the change recommended of crossing the Pearl 
river, thence into Madison county, with which contemplated 
. road it would. conflict, equally as with the Natchez and 
Vicksburg roads on the western route, indicated by the 
amendment made by the Senate to said bill; it was, also,- 
urged by a portion of the committee of the House of Re- 
presentatives, that the Orleans road would, even by the 
proposition recommended by your committee, still conflict 
with the right and privilege which the Natchez Rail Road 
company have in the charter to extend their road to the 
- northern extremity of the sales if they should chose to 
do so. 

A member of said committee of the ie of Represen- 
tatives, also remarked, that the object sought to be obtain- 
ed by the friends of the eastern location, was the increase of 
rail roads in our State; that by the location west, it might 
‘ultimately decrease the extent of rail roads in Mississippi, 
and by the location of said road east, the great object would 
thereby be effected, by doing the greatest good to the great- 
est number. 

Your committee did not conceive these reasons a sufħ- 
cient answer io the object and principle they urged in be- 
half of the propositions by them recommended, because to 
them it appeared manifest, that so far as preventing collision 
of interest was involved, in the matter of conference, the 
discretion allowed to the Natchez Rail Road Company, to 
extend north of Madison county or forbear to do so at plea- 
sure, was not such a location of a road as to exclude the 
New Orleans and Nashville road the occupation of that route 
on any principle of sound policy: and, to your committee, it 
seemed equally obvious, that if the discretionary privilege of 
the Natchez Rail Road Company, to extend their road north 
of Madison county, demanded such exclusion of right, as the 
objection implied, then it was wrong and inconsistent that 
the Tombecbee road should be permitted the same route. 

In consequence of the unfortunate collision between 
the two Houses, on a subject of such vital importance to the 
people of the State, your committee would respectfully sug-

The committee,thercfore recommend an augmentation of 
the appropriation of the contingent fund, to an amount equal 
to the payment of said sum. 
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I am farther instructed to report, fhat the committee, in 
the course of their examination, have found that under war- 
rant No, 307, there was paid to David Dickson, late Secre- 
tary of State, for the purpose of an enlargement ef the office 
of Secretary of State, the sum of five hundied dollars. The 
committee have been made sensible, that the contemplated 
enlargement has hot yet been made, although a sufficient 
length of time has elapsed in which it should have been done. 

‘It remains for the Legislature to take such course as they 
may deem advisable, to require either that the work be done, 
‘or that the money be refunded to the treasury.
